TO DISPOSE OF THE INFAMOUS 
ELECTION BILL. 


SENATOR TELLER TO MAKE A MOTION 


To Lay Aside the Measure and Take Up the 
Appropriation Bills—The Democrats 
Expect Republican Support. 


WASHINGTON, January 25.—[Special.]*The 
republican opponents of the force bill have a 
programme for this week which, they think, 
will result in finally shetving that infamous 
measure. Senator Teller, of Colorado, has 
been selected as the man to spring the trap. 
He might do it before the cloture rule is voted 

*upon, and he might wait until that has been 
rushed through by an outrage upon the rules. 

But the trap will be sprung this week, and 
the opponents of the bill feel quite certain it 
will kill it. 

Mr. Teller is to make a red-hot speech 
against the bill, and then move to shelve it By 
the senate proceeding to the consideration of 
an appropriation or some other bill. Senator 
Teller believes thatupon such a vote he can 
get at least eight republican votes, and with 
the democratic side solid that would shelve 
the election measure. 

He countson Senator Cameron with the 
seven republicans against the bill. Then he 
expects, perhaps, to receive one or two more 
of the doubtful republicans. This programme 
was hatched in a conference between Gorman, 
Wolcott, Teller and Stewart, and each of 
them fee] confident of its success. If it be 
carried out, the necessity of an extra session 
might be prevented. 

A PRESIDENTIAL POSSIBILITY. 

The magnificent fight Senator Gorman, of 
Maryland, has made against the force bill in 
the senate, as the leader of the democratic 
forces, has brought him out prominently be- 
fore the country as a presidential possibility 
in 1892. 

It was Senator Gorman who managed the 
Cleveland campaign so successfully in 1884. 
At that time he demonstrated the fact that he 
was the best and shrewdest politician in Amer- 
ica. No one, however, looked upon him then 
as anything other than a good politician. He 
isaman of but fifty-two years of age. He 
started life as a page on the floor of the senate, 
$n 1852. Was afterwards postmaster of the 
senate, and then rose to be a senator. Recently 
he has developed qualities of statemanship 
and of leadership that are absolutely wonder- 
ful. No man in the senate, on either side, has 
been able to cope with the Mary- 
lander, and such old parliamentarians as 
Edmunds and Sherman are absolutely amazed 
at the wonderful parliamentary knowledge 
and leadership that have been demonstrated 
by the Maryland senator in the fight against 
the force bil). 

The democrats have such abiding confidence 
in his judgment and leadership that they ask 
no questions, but simply carry out the pro- 
gramme mapped out by him without even 
questioning their advisability. ;

NEW YORK WILL FALL IN LINE 


And Follow the Southern Plan of Defeat- 
ing the Force Bill. 

ALBANY, N. Y., January 25.—[Special.]— 
Governor Hill has not yet returned from 
New York but democratic members of tho 
legislature here assert that New York will 
fall in line with other states, and will de- 
cline to appropriate money for the world’s 
fair if the force bill passes. The bill be- 
fore the legislature appropriates $250,000, 
but it has not yet been reported. It will be 
held back for the present and a resolution 
directing New York senators and request- 
ing her members to oppose the force bill 
will pass the assembly this week. 


THE CLOTURE RULE. 


The Republicans Expect to Have a Quorum 
This Week. 

WASHINGTON, January 25.—[{Special.]—The 
cloture rule will again come before the senate 
tomorrow as unfinished business, if adjourn- 
ment is not caused by some event béyond con- 
trol of the majority in that body. If such an 
adjournment intervenes, the consequent be- 
ginning of a new legislative day, with a re- 
newal of the question of the approval of the 
journal, may cause the loss of some time by 
the majority before they can secure a resump- 
tion of the consideration of the cloture 
rule. 

The programme of the majority is as yet 
largely a matter of speculation, but clearly 
their dependence is upon the presence in the 
chamber of several senators now absent. It 
is expected that, not later than Tuesday even- 
ing, the majority forces will be thus recruited, 
and when this happens the decisive move- 
ment that is expected to dispose of the cloture 
resolution will follow immediately. 

The time that would be consumed by the 
minority in opposition to a final vote upon 
the elections bill, in the event of the 
adoption of the cloture resolution, cannot 
be calculated with exactness. 

A majority vote of the senate will be re- 
quired to take up the election bill again, and 
after that, if the expectations of the framers 
of the cloture rule are realized, about sixteen 
hours, more ot less, will be required to comply 
with its provisions (assuming that the minor- 
ity resort to every possible means of obstruc- 
tron) and bring the senate face to face with 
the final vote upon the adoption of the meas- 
ure as amended by the senate committee on 
privileges and elections. 

IN CASE THE RULE IS ADOPTED. 

Probably it will be necessary for the major- 
ity, if they succeed in preliminary movements, 
to insist. upon a continuous session of the 
senate after the cloture is appliéd, as adjourn- 
ment or even a recess might furnish the nii- 
nority with fresh ammunition to continue their 
defense. Should it happen that final action is 
taken by the senate upon the cloture and the 
elections bill before the end of the week. it is 
probable an appropriation bill, possibly the 
pensions appropriation bill, that will be 
taken up. 

MATTERS IN THE HOUSE. 

In the house matters are in sucha condition 
that itis almost impossible to predict with 
much certainty what will be done even from 
day today. Itis the purpose of the majority 
to push through appropriation bills as rapidly 
as possible, but the experience of the past 
week indicates that progress will probably be 


ow. 

The naval bill is yet unfinished business, 
and the legislative, executive and judicial 
bill, which will be the next regular appro- 
priation measure taken up, affords numerous 
opportunities for delay, without resort to any 
tactics that can actually be characterized as 
obstructive. 

Monday is ‘‘District’’ day, but appropriation 
bills will probably crowd local legislation out 
of the way. 

The condition of the appropriation bills is 

under serious consideration by the republican 
leaders of the house,and they are earnestly 
endeavoring to devise some means of solicit- 
ing their passage, and itis not unlikely that 
considerable time will be consumed durin 
the week in discussion and action on propose 
changes in the rules. It isnot the intention 
of the republicans, however, to bring in any 
amendments to the rules unless business is 
reatly delayed, so that the progress made 
rom day to day will largely control them, 
and it is possible no changes atal) will be 
recommended. 

The silver billis still in the handsof the 
coinage committee, but there is a strong prob- 
ability, unless itis acted on before the end of 
the week, thatan attempt will be made to 
discharge the commiftee from its further con- 
sideration, and bring the matter directly be- 
fore the house.

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HIS HEART TAKEN FROM HIS BODY. 


Ghastly Cremation of a Doctor Who Feared 
Burial Alive. 


BALTIMORE, January 25.—The body of Dr. 
Charles F. Heuser, who died at 214 Sharp 
street Wednesday morning, was cremated at 
Loudon ‘park this afternoon. Dr. Heuser left 
a will in which he requested that his 
heart be taken from his body in the pres- 
ence of witnesses on the day of his death, 
and that his remains be afterwards 
cremated, the ashes to be dis- 
tributed among hisfriends. Thestrange clause 
concerning the heart of the dead physician 
cause somewhat of a sensation, but his friends 
resolved to carry out his wishes as nearly as 
possible. A number of physicians and _ sur- 
geons declined to mutilate the corpse of their 
dead friend, but yesterday Dr. Bernard T. 
Meyer, in the presence of a few friends, re- 
moved the beart from the body. Then re- 
placing it, the remains were made ready for 
cremation. The ashés will be disposed of as 
directed in the will. 

The strange requests of the physician is 
accounted for by one who knew him well, 
from the fact that he had entertained a horror 
of being buried alive. 

Dr. Heuser, after his wife’s death some 
years ago, drove a knife into her heart to pro- 
tect her from the possibility of being buried 
aiive. Iie had frequently told the story of 
this affair himself, and said it was the most 
terrible duty/he had ever performed—to thrust 
the cold steel into the bosom of the woman he 
loved as she laid on the bier before him—yet 
he could not think of letting her ran the risk 
of coming back to life in her grave. A singu- 
lar circumstance is that other members of Dr. 
Henuser’s family have had their hearts pierced 
or their veins and arteries cut after death. 
The fear of premature burial seems to have

SHALL BE EQUALLY DIVIDED AND

Says When the Southern Negro’s Interest Is 
Concerned He Is For the Blacks 


Against the Whites. 


Wasuincton, January 25.—[Special.J-- 

‘The money shall be divided eqnally be- 
tween the two races. 

“When the interest of the negro in the 
south is concerned, I want it understood 
that I am for the negro.” 

These were the words of Secretary Noble 
when asked about the Georgia agricultural 
colleges appropriation. = 

Mr, Noble at last condescended to answer 
the official communication of Governor 
Northen, received by him in November last, 
asking for the money due the state of Georgia 
under the agricultural college appropriation 
act of the last session of the present congress. 
Hiad he done nothing else, this delay would 


have been ample evidence that Mr, Noble. ®- 
in 


determined to throw every possible obstacle 
the way of the state of Georgia getting the 
money that should have been paid long ago. 

Mr. Noble’s letter, mailed to Govern Northen 
Friday, says the moneyfor Georgia must be 
divided equally between the two races. The 
governor must agree to dothis before it will be 
paid. He must likewise have the colored ool- 
lege established. The demand for an equal 
division between the races is plain evidence 
that Mr. Noblein anxious to open a partisan 
discussion, in which he perhaps desires %o 
make it appear that negro education is sup- 
pressed in Georgia. 

When asked about the matter yesterday 
Secretary Noble said that the colored children 
of the school age in Georgia were so nearly 
equal to the whites, that he had determined to 
divide the money equally, as he had decided 
in Louisiana. 

“But your commissioner of education ad- 
vises that it be divided in the ratio of 47 
to 53.” 

‘“*Yes,’’ said the secretary, ‘‘but I do not care 
to be bothered with a fraction. We shall re- 
quire the money to be divided equally between 
the races.”’ 

When the suggestion was made to Secretary 
Noble by a Georgian that an equal division 
would not be an equitabie division, as the act 
required, he answered grufily: 

‘‘Where the interests of the uegroesin the 
south is concerned, I want you to understand 
that I am for the negro.’’ 

“But it is a noted fact,’? was suggested, 
‘‘that Georgia has always dealt fairly with the 
question of negro education.” 

“That is a question that we might differ 
upon, but which we will not disouss,” replied 
the secretary. 

THE SECRETARY'S DESIRE. 

Mr. Noble is evidently desirous of opening & 
controversy with Governor Northen about the 
appropriation, and would: like to have it && 
sume a partisan phase. . 

The Georgians here, however, thi at it 
would be best, r than submit to the ac 
tion of the seeretary of the interior, for Gor; 
efnor Norther simply to hold up the matter, : 
submit it to the legislature, and then have it 
brought to the attention of congress at the 
next session. The act plainly provided that if 
a state will not accept the ruling of the secre- 
tary of-the interior, the matter may be brought 
to the attention of congress, and congress 
itself may arrange the ratioof division. An 
act could probably be gotten through congress 
to divide the money between the white and 
colored colleges on the basis of the ratio of 
white to colored children actually attending 
the schools of the state, which would be some- 
where near the basis of the act of the last 
Georgia legislature. E. W. 


INGALLS’S FRIENDS CONFIDENT 


That He Will Be Ke-Elected By the Kan- 
sas Legislature. 

WASHINGTON, January 25.-—[Special.]— 
Senator Ingall’s friends are confidently assert- 
ing tonight that he will be re-elected to the 
senate by the Kansas legislature on Tuesday. 
This assertion is made upon the belief that 
Senator Ingall’s recent ‘‘pair’’ against the 
force bill was due to a trade between he and 
Senator Gorman by which Ingalis should 
receive the democratic yotes of the Kansas 
legislature, provided he paired or voted 
against the force bill. If Ingalls gets all the 
republican votes and a liberal sprinkling of 
the alliance votes, the addition of the demo- 
cratic strength of the Kansas legislature will 
elect him. The chances are, however, that 
Gorman made no such deal with Ingalls, but 
the deal was probably made by the leader of 
the democratic delegation in the Kansas legis- 
lature. Senator Gorman, however, made no 
objection to the Kansas democrats taking such 
action. “:

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

A few years ago William Baldwin became 
involved in a difficulty, in which he feared he 
would lose all his property. In order to save 
it, he made it allover to his wife. During the 
prevalence of smallpox in this city in 1882-83, 
Mrs, Baldwin was placed in quarantine, 
where she died. Before her death, 
fearing that her daughter Maggie 
would be cut out of her just rights, being the 
only child, she made a verbal will, giving all 
the property to ber child, Maggie, and her 
husband, William Baldwin. 

This will was held in good faith until 

Her father was killed in 1887, by Policeman 
Howard, while resisting arrest. 

The laws of the state do not recognize verbal 
wills, and property cannot be held under one. 
When Baidwin was shot he tried to make a 
written one, but died before he could sign it. 

It appears, from what could be learned of 
the case on trial, that A. J. Isom entered suit 
in chancery to procure title to the property on 
the grounds of kinship to Mrs. Baldwin, he 
being her brother, and that Maggie is nota 
child of Mrs. Baldwin or of William Baldwin. 

On the other hand, Maggie Baldwin has 
sought to prove by disinterested witnesses that 
she is their child. Nine witnesses have sworn 
that they have seen her nursing at Mrs. Bald- 
win’s breast during her infancy, while three

A BIG POKER GAME. 


HOW LUCKY BALDWIN WON A FAT 
JACKPOT. 


AT LAKE TAHOE LAST SUMMER. 


Town Lots, Mining Stock and Herds of Cattle 
Ventured on the Last Hand—A 
Big Four Gamble. 


From The St. Louis Republic. 

Sonoma, Cal., January 13.—One of the most 
memorable games of poker ever played in 
California came off at Lake Tahoe last sum- 
mer between Charles Clayton, Horace Smith, 
Martin Davids and George Baldwin, four ex- 
ceedingly wealthy men. 

Clayton is a cattleman, whose possessions 
in Butte county are estimated to be worth 
upwards of $3,000,000; Smith owns mines in 
Placer county that are putting thousands of 
dollars into his pocket daily; Davis owns 
ranches and Jands in Monterey county to the 
worth of $5,000,000; George Baldwin is the 
owner of fast horses, valuable lands and pro- 
prietor of the Baldwin hotel, San Francisco. 
He has been heard of frequently through 
public print as *“‘Lucky”’ Baldwin. 

Lake Tahoe is a body of water situated 
among the foot hills of the Sierra Nevada 
mountains, in the northeastern part of Califor- 
nia. It is a famous summer resort and is fre- 
quented during the hot months by the wealth- 
iest peoplein the upper half of the state. On 
Castle Rock, a rugged island in the midst of 
Lake Tahoe, George Baldwin has built a sum- 
mer residence where he entertains his friends 
royally, and report has it that many 
thousands oof dollars have been lost 
and won with cards within the walls of 
Castle house, as the Baldwin establishment 
is called. It was at this house that the great 
game above referred to took place. It was 
great not through the cleverness in force 
during the play, but in the enormity of the 
stakes, which were over $300,000, and it was 
the closing place of a week’s sojourn at the 
lake, during which time the cards were many 
times dealt, and to the great profit of ‘‘Lucky’’ 
Baldwin. These four men during that week 
had surrendered, one to the other, $75,000, 
and Davids, the heaviest loser, did not take 
his ill luck kindly. 

“Lucky” Baldwin is a generous host, and 
the table that he sets before his guests always 
upholds the best that the market of the season 
affords, and his wines are under the choicest 
of foreign brands. 

And so it was on this occasion; the men had 
feasted, winéd and dined and gamed for a week. 
The evening before the party was to disperse, 
Davids, who sat in the sumptuous dining 
room, tilted back against the wall, enjoying 
an after-dinner cigar, rather carelessly 
suggested that they close the night 
and the season with a great game of draw 
poker. The suggestion seemed to please the 
other members of the party, and Clayton, the 
cattleman, asked how he would have it 
layed. 

a would have no money bet,” said Davids. 
‘“‘The stakes should be real or personal prop- 
erty, and there should benolimit tothe stakes. 
I’ve been playing in pretty hard-luck the past 
week ; I’ve lost all my y cash and I feel 
like making an effort to get even or lose a 
great deal more.” 

“The idea suits me,’”’ said Baidwin. ‘‘Iam 
in favor of giving Davids a chance to get even 
if he wants it.“ 


the idea a novel one, and was anxious to get 
into the game right away. 

“My idea,” said Davids, ‘is to play the 
game until a jack-pot is made, and the win- 
ning of the pot shall end the game.” 

To this the others agreed, and they decided 
} that the game should be begun at 10 o’clock, 
and at that hour the four men, with a dozen 
spectators about them, seated themselves at 
the table and the deal fell to Clayton. 

The game wasan interesting one, and the 
stakes lost and won upto 3 o’clockin the 
morning gave neither man a great advantage. 
A few minutes past 3 o’clock Smith dealt a 
set of weak hands, and a jack-pot was made. 
It was made up of slips of paper torn from 
notebooks, on which were written the amounts 
of the bet. Clayton had bet nine head of Jer- 
sey cows; Davids’ bet was four acres of tillable 
land two miles from Monterey; Baldwin’s bet 
was alotin the town of San Rafael, and 
Smith had bet twoshares ef stock in the Sul- 
phur Gulch mine. These bets represented a 
cash value of about $1,500. 

Davids sat at the left of Smith, who passed 
the cards tohim. ‘I think,”’ said he, ‘that 
the squarest way to play this out will be to 
choose some one who has no financial interest 
in the game to deal the cards, and there can 
be no suspicion of trickery.”’ 

This suggestion pleased the other players, 
and they selected George Hayward,a San 
Francisco merchant, to act as dealer. 

The cards were thrown around, but nobodv 
caught ‘‘openers,”’ and the pot was “‘fattened”’ 
with more cows, town lots, acres and mining 
stock. Twenty times the cards were dealt and 
twenty times the jack-spot was ‘‘fattened,”’ for 
the cards failed to combine and the spectators 
had got off their chairs and were watching the 
game with deep interest, for there was now a 
representation of $30,000 on the table. At last 
the cards “‘bunched’”’ and Clayton opened the 
pot with a bet of 300 head of cattle; this bet 
was equal to $9,000, but he knew that he was 
playing with gamey men and he had no fear 
that they would draw” out, nor was he disap- 
pointed, for Baldwin covered the bet with a 
house and lot in Oakland, while Smith saw it 
with nine shares of Gray Jacket mining stock, 
apd Davids came in with ninety acresof land 
near the town of Pacific Grove. 

The jack-pot now loomed up. It was worth 
at a rough guess $66,000, and the men showed 
by the manner in which they eyed each other 
that it would be much larger than that before 
the game was ended. 

‘Cards ?’’ asked the dealer of Clayton, who 
was half out of sight in a cloud of tobacco 
smoke. 

“‘J’]] stand pat,” he replied with his eyes 
fixed on the white slips of paperin the center 
of the table and his cards carefully concealed 
under his hand. 

His action caused the other players to change 
their positions uneasily. Smith drew first, 
taking two cards; Davidson came next, and 
he drew a single pasteboard ; Baldwin was ap- 
parently playing on his nerve and trusting to 
luck, for he drew four cards. 

It was evident that the fourmen meant busi- 
ness, and Clayton promptly set the pace by 
betting 1,000 head of cattle, which was equal 
to $30,000. Smith, the miner, pondered over 
his cards awhile, looked suspiciously at Clay- 
ton from under his eyebrows, and then writing 
on a slip of paper an order for fifty shares of 
stock in the Endless lead mine, dropped it on 
the table, saying: ‘‘I’ll raise you $20,000,” 

Davids covered the bet with 1,000 acres of 
land near Monterey, and Baldwin quickly 
came in with fa business block in Santa 
Cruz. 

Clayton ran his thumb over the corners of 
his cards a few times, and finally ieaned back 
in his chairand ordered a bottle of cham- 
pagne.

Lonpon, January 25.—The death of Prince 

Baudouin, heir to the throne of Bel um, has 
taken the place of the duke of Bedford’s 
suicide as the reigning sensation. Everybody 
is talking about the strange coincidence of 
fatality that pursues all who were connected 
with the attempted conquest of Mexico. Max- 
imilian, brother of the’ Austrian emperor and 
Napoleon’s puppet on the Mexican throne, 
was executed by the Mexicans, and Prince 
Rudolph, his nephew and heir to the throne of 
Austria, committed suicide on account of an 
intrigue. 
_ Maximilian’s widow, Carlotta, is hopelessly 
insane, and her nephew, Prince Baudouin, 
heir to the throne of Belgium, is believed to 
have taken his own life. 

Leopold is said to be plunged into the deep- 
est grief by the unhappy occurrence, coming 
atatime when a grave crisis exists in the 
state on account of the universal suff - 
tation. The next heir to the throne, ‘Prteie 
Albert of Flanders, is but fifteen years of 
age, and is far from good health. As the 
Salic law prevails in Belgium, exclud fe- 
males from the throne, the kingdom would be 
in serious ong of civil war should yo 
Albert die and King Leopold also.

For several weeks past the working force of the

place.

There will immediately be a reduction of 25 
to 30 per cent of the present force, and the ap- 
proximate savings by this immense reduction 
will amount to about $520,000. 

Operators, mostly those on the night turn, 
clerks in the offices, yardmasters, yard con- 
ductors and couplers, will suffer most by this 
act of the officiais.

The Silver Issue. 

The Sparta Ishmaelite, which doesn’t 
mince matters when it comes to the demo- 
cratic doctrine of the free coinage of silver, 
recently addressed a letter to Governor 
David B. Hill, asking his views on the silver 
question. In response the governor sent 
The Ishmaelite a copy of a report of his 
Brooklyn speech, in which the silver ques- 
tion is not only boldly met and discussed, 
but is discussed from a purely democratic 
point of view. 

It need not be said that Governer Hill is 
utterly opposed to the financial views of 
John Sherman, which are the views of the 
republican party. The governor of New 
York, being a democrat, and a typical one 
at that, he is in fayor of the free coinage of 
silver. He would like to see the dollar 
placed ona level with European coins, 80 
far as the amount of silver is concerned, in 
order to be ready for international coinage 
when the time comes. This is a mere mat- 
ter of detail. The international coinage is & 
mere incident which is important or unim- 
portant according to the point of view. The 
main point is that Governor Hill’s democ- 
racy is democratic enough to be in favor of 
the free coinage of silver. 

This isa very important matter, for it 
shows that whenever you find a genuine and 
unadulterated democrat there you find a 
free coinage man. Another important fact 
is that the next campaign will be of.sucha 
character as to admit of no dodging or 
equivocation. The free coinage issue will 
be a much livelier one in 1892 than itis 
now, for it seems certain that the repub- 
lican party, which is in league with Wall 
street and the gold-bugs, will postpone the 
question, to be dealt with by the democrats. 

We could ask nothing better than this. 
If the question be postponed by the repub- 
licans it will be freed from many entangle- 
ments, and will at once take shape asa 
party auestion. It will be more than ever a 
commanding issue, and it is one on which 
the democratic party will carry the country 
overwhelmingly. 

We observe that The Ishmaelite dwells on 
the fact that Hill is in favor of frec coinage, 
while Mr. Cleveland is opposed toit. The 
comparison is certainly justified by the situ- 
ation and by the importance of the issue. 
Mr. Cleveland is justly popular in all parts 
of. the country, and so is Governor Hill, and 
there is no reason why their friends should 
quarre} with each other.

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Raum in Clover. 

There is one official in Washington who 
appears to be greater than the government 
itself—at least he conducts the govern- 
ment’s business very much as he pleases, 
_ and the powers that be have no control over 
his actions—and that man is Pension Com- 
missioner Raum. 

The affairs of Raum’s office were recently 
investigated by a republican congressional 
commitiee, and the business of the office 
was found to be so badly managed that this 
committee, while it was disposed to be 
lenient with him, was compelled to entera 
complaint and suggest a reform. 

But no good has been accomplished by the 
investigation. Raum continues in office, 
and is doing worse, if that be possible, than 
ever before. It is stated that since the in- 
vestigation he has been running the office 
more in his own private interest—working 
it, in fact, for all it is worth. He is now 
accused of deducting unreasonable amounts 
from approved pension claims, which amounts 
are divided between the attorneys of the ap- 
plicants and Raum himself; and to such an 
extent has this business been carried that 
$95,210 has been thus appropriated during 
the short space of one month. 

This is nothing less than wholesale robbery, 
but it is allowed to pass muster, and Raum’s 
methods go unquestioned. He seems to be 
in no fear of the administration, and the 
actions of investigating committees do not 
affect him in the least. He runs the busi- 
ness to suit himself. The public suffers, 
but no practical measures of relief are insti- 
tuted. | 
Not a day passes but brings to light some 
new iniquity in this notorious department 
of the government service. Raum is either 
a bigger man than his party, or for various 
reasons his party is in league with him, and 
has given him “‘carte blanche”’ to plunder the 
people in whose interests the pension busi-

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The Negro Exodus. 

Certain partisan newspapers in various 
sections have found an excuse for reviving 
what is termed ‘the race problem’’ in the 
present exodus of negroes from the south. 

As a matter of fact, the said exodus has 
no bearing whatever on the question. The 
movement is confined to one or two localities 
where a number of negroes have been duped 
by unscrupulous men who are after money 
and nothing else, and, to their own sorrow, 
this fact is now apparent to the negroes 
themselves. 

Another fact that is worthy of note in this 
connection is that the men whoare engineer- 
ing this scheme are said to have their head- 
quarters at Washington, from which city 
their agents are sent forth to dupe credulous 
negroes; and in every instance the latter 
have been lesers, and after following these 
agents blindly fora time have returned to 
their homes to resume their various occupa-, 
tions, their money gone and many of them 
in destitute circumstances. 

There is no objection among the 
people to this exodus of the negroes. 
are at liberty to come and goat will. It is 
a pity to see them fall an easy prey to every 
adventurer that comes along; but they have 
not entered into this ‘‘African movement’’ 
from any lack of prosperity in their south- 
ern homes, or because they are. denied any 
rights or privileges to which they are justly 
entitled. 

Movements of this kind become epidemic 
among the negroes at least once a year. 
They amount to nothing, but fail to pointa 
moral. <A stranger comes among them; de- 
livers a lecture; takes up a collection; sells 
them worthless tickets to imaginary places; 
‘robs them and departs. That is all there 
is in it. 
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Ramie in Texas. 

The business men of Galveston, Tex., 
have organized a stock company for the es- 
tablishment of the ramie industry in that 
state. The capital stock is $10,000, divided 
into 100 shares of the par value of $100 
each. 

We are glad to see Texas taking the initial 
step in this matter, for, although ramie will 
grow no better in that state than in Georgia, 
a beginning must be made. Itis an indus- 
try that will ultimately spread all over the 
cotton-growing regions of the south, and 
give to our people a money crop even more 
valuable than cotton. 

The ramie fiber already plays a very im- 
portant part in the commerce of the world, 
and it is destined to play a much more im- 
portant part when its culture and treatment 
begin to extend over the south. 

We observe that the Galveston company 
propose to use the decorticating machinery 
of Mr. Fremery, and we dare say that this 
machinery serves its purpose better than any 
mechanical contrivance that has yet been 
invented. But it will not compare, in point of 
cheapness, promptness and effectiveness with 
the process invented and patented by Mr. 
Walter T. Forbes, of Atlanta. This process 
decorticates, degums, separates and bleaches 
the fiber—not only ramie, but any other 
fiber—at a nominal cost, and solves the 
problem that has prevented the culture and 
treatment of ramie in the south. The 
Forbes process has been adopted by a ramie 
company formed under the. auspices of the 
Mexican government, and Mr. Forbes is now 
in that country giving the finishing touches 
to the plant which has been set up. 

Mr. Fremery says that four crops of ramie 
can be raised in Texas each season, and 
what is true of ‘Texas is also true of Georgia. 
Ramie needs no replanting, renewing itself 
from year [to year like luzerne or alfalfa. 
Mr. Fremery also says that the fiber is worth 
4 centsa pound baled. If that is true, it is 
not such fiber as the Forbes process pro- 
duces. Mr. Forbes sent a specimen of his 
fiber to one of the mills near Paris, and in 
return received some samples of cloth woven 
therefrom. ‘The manufacturer wrote that 
such fiber was worth $1.25 a pound. 

Under these circumstances it would be 
well for the bussinessmen of the south to 
look into this matter of fiber culture. 


The Condition of Business. 

The smoke has cleared away and we can 
once more see clearly. There are a few 
wrecks in sight, but only a few. For the 
most part business firms are in good trim and 
everything is in ship-shape for a prosperous 
year. 

Now that the noise has subsided and the 
excitement is over, a quiet retrospect will be 
profitable. The first thing that appears is 
that business was in a remarkably good con- 
dition when the panic struck us. ‘The 
failures up to October Ist were actually 
fewer than in the preceding year, and in 
some cases which were supposed to be the 
worst, liquidation has been effected and the 
firms have resumed business with a good 
surplus. The banks are taking up their 
clearing house certificates and money is in 
comfortable supply. 

The record of failures for 1890 is complete 
and may now be compared with those of 
previous years. It shows fewer failures per 
100 firms in business than in any year since 
1887. For purposes of comparison, we give 
the following list taken from The Financial 
Chronicle:

It will be noticed that the average abit. 
ities were largest in times of stringency, de- 
creasing with the increase of confidence, and 
growing again with the hardening of the 
money market. The pendulum swung be- 
4ween 1878 and 1884 and between 1884 and 
1890. The greater soundness of business in 
late years isjshown by the gradual decrease 
in the number of failures per 100 firms as 
shown in the average of the different periods. 
But a far more significant fact than this is 
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On this point The Chronicle says: 

We have remarked on this feature for the last 
two years; for the of this year is nota 
temporary trial, which that.class has now for the 
first time become subject to. Itisa fixed condi- 
tion, a new order of things running through all 
the years since the latest depression in 1854. Ac- 
cording to our view it is a development of much 
the same influences as those at work accelerating 
the movement for the concentration of capital—a 
movement now so conspicuous in the industrial 
world. The amalgamations, the consolidations 
and the failures of small capitalists—have they 
not all a common source, andis not that source 
found in the greater risks involved in every 
business venture? The small capitalists, in their 
strugg'e for life, are either pressed to the wall, or 
by amalgamation become one, and 80 economize 
expense, increase the profits, divide the risks and 
live. 

Consolidation is the most conspicuous 
business movement of the times. When it 
attracted the attention of this public, some- 
thing over two years ago, there was consider- 
able alarm, and a fight. against it was opened 
in the courts and in the legislatures. Fora 
time consolidation got a backseat; the pub- 
lic was bitter against it to the extent of in- 
furiation, and the watchword of the hour 
was, ‘‘Down with the trusts!’’ But the 


_law of economics is inexorable until the con- 


ditions are changed, and consolidation has 
gone on without abatement. While some 
combinations have collapsed, more new.ones 
have been made, and one by one ‘the fallen 
are resuscitated. The fact seems to be that 
so long as a combination uses its power for 
such extortion as to concentrate public at- 
tention upon itself, it suffers, being met by 
& combination which practically includes 
the public—as in the case of the jute trust. 
But when the combination refrains from ex- 
tortion, and contents itself with the addi- 
tional profits to be gleaned from the economy 
of consolidated management, it is let alone 
and allowed to prosper. 

For awhile the power of combination ap- 
peared to be unlimited, and there was great 
apprehension in the minds of the people, 
but when the possibility of a greater counter 
combination, including the public, appeared 
feasible, the people ceased to view this new 
phenomenon of business with alarm, and, 
like the keeper who has learned to tame a 
new member of the menagerie, they are 
willing to let it lie at rest so long as it will 
behave itself.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


The Financial Situation Reviewed. 

New YorK, January 22.—Editor Constitution: 
Nobody denies that capital is timid, but it is an 
equally palpable truth that capital is confiding. 
In times of financial stringency capitalists and 
monetary institutions seem to draw their purse 
strings with such a nervous jerk that it practi- 
cally stops the rightful circulation of funds, and 
Stagnates the currents of legitimate trade. In 
such times commendable sanction grows sud- 
denly into unwarranted alarm ; commercial credit, 
both corporate and individual, is severely 
strained, and unless relief comes promptly 
widespread panic ensues. We have just passed 
through such an experience, and when nren 
now try to analyze the aggravated conditions that 
recently unbalanced the entire system of finance 
on two continents, they say that the scare was due 
more to sentimental exaggeration than to any real 
presence of serious danger. In other words, the 
popular explanation of such a convulsion after it 
is over, is generally in substance a reversal of 
that axiom of Mr. Cleveland, and it is insisted 
that the disturbance was ‘ta theoryand nota con- 
dition.”” All agree, however, that the conse- 
quences of such occurrences are far-reaching and 
long Jasting. It is very much like when we throw 
@ stone into a pool of still water. The hole itself 
that the stone makes in the glassy face of the pool 
closes up quickly, but the waves that the troubled 
water starts circle out, wider and _ wider, 
till they touch the shore. And so recovery, after 
any great financial disturbance, is realized much 
sooner at the money centers than in districts more 
or less remote therefrom. It takes time to read- 
justall the machinery of trade and re-establish 
the vast system of commercial credits after they 
have been thrown outof gear. Kevival of conti- 
dence is a slow process, which demonstrates that 
capital 1s timid and cannot be hurried back into 
the avenues where it lately took fright and ran 
away. All this tends, I say, to prove the timidity 
of capital. But the other proposition, namely, 
that capital is confiding, is equally apparent. To 
prove this, it 
the innumerable wildcat schemes, and harum 
scarum projects that are continuously Pm | 
large and willing investments of money. Now 
would not for the world say one word to check 
the wheel of progress, or hobbie the spirit of en- 
terprise, but it does seem to me that any argument 
in advocacy of conservative reflection and pru- 
dent action in the matter of investment is not 
only permissible, but is actually demanded by a 
regard for the interest of those who are not stu- 
dents of finance, and therefore not quick to dis- 
criminate between stable security and speculative 
venture. 

In this day of marvelous material development, 
and industrial progress (especially in the south), 
new enterprises of every conceivable character are 
almost epidemic. The great majority of these are 
amply warranted by the rich resources of the 
country, and the rapid increase of the population, 
but on the other hand there are some which are 
oer by neither, and they invariably “come to 

rief.” 

" What I would urge upon the people of the south 
(to whom this letter is particularly addressed), is 
that they devete their energy and capital to the

ciple to any special department of industry, or 
any particular class of enterprises, but to all. 
Competition may be the life of trade, but in the 
midst of that life it is possible to have death. 
Whenever overdone, it must necessarily result 
in “the survival of the fittest,” and the exter- 
mination of all others. d increase of pros- 
perity, whether in a village, 2 town, @ city, a State 
oracountry, is very apt to develop an iImpa- 
tient ambition forjprogress, which nearly always 
overreaches itself, and results in retarding reason- 
abip development. Under such circumstances 
countless enterprises are inaugurated ahead of 
their time, and in such cases those who furnish 
the money for the undertakings generally “come 
ont at the small end of the horn.” These vision- 
ary ventures are usually made in the name of 
‘legitimate competition,’ but in many instances 
that isa misnomer. It must be remembered that 
there is a vast differénce between legitimate com- 
petition and ruinous rivalry. 

A village may yy ty twoor three retail gro- 
cery stores amply, but from this it does not follow 
that six or a dozen would thrive. Im the average 
town one street car line can generally be run prof- 
itably, but if two lines be bullt it usually results 
in forced consolidation or bankruptcy to the 
weaker, In our anxiety for progress and develop- 
ment we must not allow ourselves to .\be victim- 
ized by the false doctrine that two of anything are 
better than one. Such reasoning is only on a par 
with the little boy’s theory who argued that the 
heavier he loaded his gun the farther it would 
kill. In no department of industry or 
enterprise are the danger and harmfuiness 
of unwarranted undertaking more ey ex- 
hibited than inthe matter of railroad building, 
and itis astounding how much money is fur- 
nished by confiding investors for the promotion 
of such reckless projects. The insane passion for 
parallel lines appears to have an inexplicabio 
mastery over capital. The old adage that “the 
burnt child dreads the fire’ seems to have its con- 
spicuous exception here. Just letit be proposed 
to build a railroad anywhere, and if the projec- 
tors can boast that it will parallel, or invade the 
territory of some already estabiished ‘line, they 
seem to think that that should be sufficient 
to commend the enterprise to the favorable 
consideration of capitalists, and as 
been previously suggested, it is astonishing how 
much money is being constantly secured for the 

rosecution of such schemes. Now railroad buiid- 
ing is no child’s play. It takes money anda heap 
of it. When the construction of a line is com- 
pleted, and the equipment for it is procured, all 
the difficulties are not over by or odds. On the 
contrary it is then that responsibility, to those 
who have their money invested in the enterprise, 
properly begins ; and in nin ecases out of ten, it is 
not very long after then, before those investors 
begin to realize what doubtful security they have 
gotten for their money. richer a man 
gets the more cautious he becomes, and con- 
sequently itis not for that class thatI am spe- 
cially concerned. But I am writing for the benefit 
of the average investor whose income is not so 
large as to make him comparatively indifferent to 
the rate of interest he receives. They are the very 
people who are beguiled into buying the bulk of 
new railroad securities. The price and the rate of 
interest are temptations to them, and conse- 
quently they constitute the great majority of 
those who suffer through the failure of unsound 
railroad enterprises. 

I was present not long since at a meeting of the 
directors of an institution of which Mr. Cornelius 
Vanderbilt is treasurer. In making his report he 
said: “I have imvested, subject to the approval 
of the directors, all the money of our aasociation 
in 4 per cent bonds. The rate of interest is low, 
but I know it will be paid regularly, and that we 
will get the principal when that matures.” That 
report, made by a master of finance, embodied 
the only safe rule for investors to follow. 

Railroads rarely survive under their oriciaal 
capitalization. At least 75 per cent of all the 
roads in the United States today have at one time 
or another in the course of their existence 
been forced into the hands of receivers, 
and been compelled to undergo radical 
reorganization, and those processes are almost 
invariably at theexpense of the original owners 
of the property. Infinitely more mo has been 
lost in this way,than has ever been made through 
that popularly condemned method, and commonly 
known a8 watering capital. Some new railroads 
are bound to be built. The marvelous growth of 
our country makes a perpetual demand tor then, 
but there is just as great, if not greater, danger 
of railroad construction being overdone as there 
is of overproduction in any line of manufacturi 
industry. Of course the projectors at 
eve new railroad invariab! in- 
sist that their line is absolutely essential to the 
eountry through which it is to be built. They 
= all sorts of assurances that their 

ine will penetrate certain territory that never has 
enjoyed railroad facilities; that the country con- 
tiguous to the surveyed route isa succesgion of 
fertile fields and virgin forests; or that the road 
will run through the very heart of the richest coal 
and mineral region ever discovered. Then they 
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leave them the bag to hold. 

The truth of this brief analysis must be very 
evident just at present to the ey of Georgia.

pany of Georgia has control of the Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and ‘Columbus railroad there 
isnodoubt. The trade has been made, and 
sithough it has never been confirmed, it is 
jearned from a most reliable source that the 
deal was made, and in this way: 

The Central Railwoad and Banking Com- 
pany endorsed the outstanding bonds of the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus railroad, 
guaranteeing the interest and _ their 
final redemption. In consideration 
of this endorsement, the Central 
received half the stock of the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus, which, with President 
J. D. Williamson’s stock, made a controlling 
It is learned that the only party in 
Rome, Ga., now owning bonds of the Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and Columbus, sent his bonds to 
New York, and they were endorsed by the Cen- 
tral. This gentleman is Mr. W. T. McWil- 
Jiams.

Three months ago the Cincinnati Southern 
railroad secured an injunction restraining the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus from using 
a portion of their freight depot, which privi- 
lege the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
had enjoyed since it opened for business. The 
injunction goes into effect March Ist. 

It is understood the railroad has secured 
entrance into, and will use the old Neeley 
street depot, giving it equal and as convenient 
facilities. 

A rumor of interest connected with this 
road is that President Alexander will succeed 
President Williamson as executive officer, and 
that President Williamson will be made gen- 
eral manager and superintendent of the 200 
miles to Griffin. He now signs his name as 
president and general manager, the last title 
being a recent acquisition.

“Josephine, Empress of the French.” 

Nomore thrilling or important incidents are 
recorded in French history than those which bap- 
pened during the time that stern, resolute, am- 
bitious warrior, Napoleon Bonaparte, ruled the 
destinies of France with his iron hand, ably 
secogme@? by his devoted spouse, the. Empress 
Josephine. The characters of Josephine and 
Napoleon are interesting both from the historian’s 
and the reader’s point of view. They ought to be 
even more 80 when taken from history's page and 
placed on the stage. 

‘Josephine, Hmpress of the French,” the new 
play in which Mile.

It will be seen from this brief 
description of the principal incidents that the 
play covers thoroughly that very interesting 
epoch which takes us from Josephine’s mar- 
riage t» Napoleon to the latter’s first return from 
Elba at the head of his conquering army. This 
return, by the way, is made the subject of what is 
generally conceded to be one of the most realistic 
andeffective tableaux ever seen on the stage. |

Mr. Albert Roland Haven, a New York journalist, 
has done some wonderful character drawing. 
Only the womanly side of eget peep is shown, 
She is painted in all the nohility of her patriotism 
and sympathetic and loyal womanhood. She is 
represented as Joving Napoleon well, but France 
and theemperor more. Napoleon is pictured in 
all thestrength of his imperious, domineering, 
ambitions manhood, but his love for Josephine 
takes only second plave to ambition. Talleyrand 
is shown as he was—a diplomatic schemer whose 
brain néver seemed weary of intrigue. The char- 
acter of the valiant Murat 18 cleanly cut, as are 
also thoze of the wily Fouche, the devoted son, 
Eugene, the mischief-making Pauline Bonaparte, 
the heartless Marie Louise and the good-natured 
duke. of Dantzig.

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FINANCIAL CRISIS IN CYCLES, 


Some of the Remarkable Predictions of 
Robert Benner Discussed, 

EpDITOR CONSTITUTION: In 1875 Mr. Robert Ben- 
ner, the famous Ohio farmer, in his book of 
prophecies wrote: “1. predict that there will be 
great depression in general business, and many 
failures in the years 1876 and 1877; and that there 
will bea commercial revulsion and a financial 
crisis in the year 1891." These prophecies were 
made, not upon supposed fanciful speculation, 
but from this testimony of observation of the 
yearly average prices, by analogy, and relying 
upon “‘history to repeat itself.” The fulfilment of 
these predictions 18 an interesting theory and one 
which will claim the political economist’s atten- 
tion. Itclearly proves that commercial crises 
fall at intervals, which may be recorded almost 
with accuracy. Commencing with the revulsion 
of 1819, we find it was eighteen years to the crisis 
of 1837; twenty years to the crisis of 1857; sixteen 
years to the crisis of 1873, and seventeen years 
until the panic of 1890, all being within a cycle of 
about twenty years. 

Panics in the main are due to overtrading and 
overexpansion of credit and contidence, but com- 
mercial and financial revulsions are due to many 
causes. When the price of any one thing begins 
to decline, there is & panic 1n that article, whether 
The supply 
exceeds the demand. Continued prosperty in- 
creases general «onfidence, credit and demand for 
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in real estate 0 
trial enterprises, as is shown by the bank 
ings, the enormous earnings of railroads and 
the demand for money throughout the country. 
But the reaction was to come. It set in with the 
financial troubles in Buenos Ayres which affected 
London so seriously. Our small crops of wheat, 
oats and corn, the discussion in congress of the 
McKinley and silver bills which resulted in the 
p e of the former—it going into effect Octo- 
ber 6th; the low bank reserves and great pesetery 
pressure beginning in August and lasting until 
the middle of December; the shrink in the 
value of stocks, and the consequent failures, be- 
ginning with Decker, Howell & Co., in New York, 
and reaching its climax with the embarrassment 
of.Baring Bros. & Co., of London, which was 
made known to the bank November 6th, but was 
not announced until November 15th. 

It is conceded that to the ready assistance given 
the Barings by the Bank of England, ant the 
enormous cotton crop grown in the south, is due, 
in alarge measure, the mildness with which 
the crisis fell.

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It is an interesting fact that Georgia came sec~- 
ond in the list of railroad construction, with 375 
miles, Montana leading with 421. While the gen- 
eral activity in the running of new lines through- 
out the entire south is but an evidence of its pros- 
perity, during the year 1890 there were 2.490 miles 
of rails laid in the southern states. 

The 8,000,000 cotton crop of the south, which left 
it without ascar from the recent financial dis- 
asters,is a featire of momentous importance, 
The enormous fields of coal, iron and limestone 
in advantageous proximity, well supplied with 
timber, are daly attracting attention.
